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FACI LI TATOR CAMERON: Good eveni ng everyone.
My nanme is Chip Caneron. |'mthe special counsel for
the public |iaison at the Nucl ear Regul atory Comm ssi on.
| would just like to welcone all of you to the NRC s
nmeeti ng tonight.

The subject that we're going to discuss is the
scope of the NRC s environnental review on the
application that we received from South Carolina
Electric & Gas to renew the operating |license at the
V. C. Sunmer Nucl ear Station.

It's my pleasure to serve as your facilitator
tonight. And in that role, I will try to make sure that
you all have a productive neeting.

| just wanted to cover a couple of things
about the neeting format and agenda toni ght before we
get into our substantive discussions. In terns of
format, there is going to be two parts to the neeting,
basically, and those match up with the objectives that
we wanted to achi eve tonight.

One thing we want to do is to make sure that
we clearly explain to all of you what the license --
NRC s |icense renewal process is all about, and,
specifically, what type of environnental review we do on

a license renewal application, such as the one that we
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received from South Carolina Electric & Gas. So we're
going to have a few presentations, brief, and answer any
guestions that you m ght have about our process. Then
we're going to go to the second part of the neeting, and
our objective there is to listen to any of you who w sh
to speak to us on these license renewal issues. So we
will ask you either to cone up to the podiumto talk, or
if it's easier to use this talking stick, you' re wel cone
to do that, also.

W are taking witten comments, as you wl|
hear fromthe NRC staff tonight, but we wanted to be
here with you in person tonight, and anything that you
say to us tonight will have the same wei ght as any
witten comrents that are given to us.

Gound rules are sinple: |If you have
something to say, just give me a wave, and | will bring
you this tal king stick, and please tell us your nanme and
affiliation, if appropriate.

W are taking a transcript of the neeting.
Lisa i s our stenographer over here. So that | would ask
you let's only have one person at a tinme tal king so that
we can get a clear transcript, but also so that we can
give our full attention to whonever has the floor at the
tinme.

Al though I don't think we need to worry too
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much about it, when we get to the formal comment part of
the neeting, usually | ask people to try to keep their
comments down to approximately five mnutes. |If you go
alittle over that, that's fine, but try to be at | east
alittle bit mndful of that, so that we can nake sure

t hat everybody has a chance to tal k tonight.

In terms of the agenda and speakers, first of
all, we're going to start out with M. John Tappert, who
is right here fromthe NRC staff, and he's going to
provide just a brief welconme and overview to you.

John is the chief of the Environmental Section
of the license renewal and Environmental |npact Program
at the NRC. John and his staff do all of the
envi ronnmental reviews for reactor projects, whether it's
| icense renewal or a license anendnent or a new pl ant.

John has been with the NRC for about 11 years.
He was a resident inspector at some plants that the NRC
i censes and regul ates. And the resident inspectors --
we have two resident inspectors at the Summer plant, for
exanple. They're the NRC s eyes and ears at the
facility, and they live in the conmunity. John was a
resi dent inspector. He has a bachelor's degree in
aer ospace and oceanographi c engineering fromVirginia
Tech and a nmaster's degree in environnental engineering

from Johns Hopkins University.
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After John gives his brief welconme, we're
going to have Raj Auluck. Raj, if you could identify
yourself. Raj is the project manager for the safety
evaluation on this license renewal application. And |I'm
enphasi zi ng safety eval uati on because there's two parts
to the NRC s review, two primary parts. One is safety,
and Raj is going to tell you about that, as well as the
overall license renewal process.

Raj has been with the agency for a long tine,
over 20 years. He's not only worked in the |icensing of
nucl ear power plants, but he's also worked on devel opi ng
t he rul e-makings that set the safety standards for the
operation of nuclear power plants. And Raj has a
master's and a Ph.D. fromthe University of Mryland, |
believe, in -- is it nechanical?

MR, AULUCK:  Mechani cal .

FACI LI TATOR CAMERON: Mechani cal engi neeri ng.
Then we're going to get to the real focus of the
neeting, which is the NRC s environnmental review on this
l'i cense renewal application.

W have M. Gregory Suber right here. Geg is
t he project manager on the environmental review. He's
only been with the NRC a short tinme, for two years now.
Before that, he worked for the Bechtel Power

Corporation. He has a master's degree from Duke
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University in environmental science, and a bachelor's in
mechani cal engi neering from Howard University.

So we have a | ot of good people, qualified
peopl e, working on this project. Besides the three
speakers, there are other people fromthe NRC here. And
just as inportantly, we have some expert consultants on
various scientific disciplines who are here with us.

So after the neeting, please feel free to, if
you have questions, talk to them or ask your questions
during the neeting, of course, and | would just thank
all of you for being with us tonight, taking the tine
out of your evening to help us with this inportant
deci si on.

And before we go to John Tappert, it's a real
pl easure to have Reverend Cannon here fromthe church.
W really appreciate the use of the nmeeting space, and |
was just going to ask Reverend Cannon if he would say a
few words for us.

REVEREND CANNON:  Good evening. And al t hough
|"mthe pastor of this church, 1'mgoing to keep ny
m nutes down to five mnutes, also.

(Laughter.)

REVEREND CANNON:. First of all, we want you to
know that we are blessed. W are blessed, and we are

happy to have good nei ghbors. And it's good when you
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have good nei ghbors. You are welconme at any tinme to our
church, and you have been a blessing to our conmunity.
W wi sh you success and we hope that you will continue
to be a vital part of this community. Let this
comunity work with you and you work with it, so that
you can continue to be a vital part in the State of
Sout h Carolina and throughout the worl d.

And agai n, thank you for com ng and using our
facilities, and we're glad to be good nei ghbors. Thank
you and wel cone.

FACI LI TATOR CAMERON: Thank you very nuch
Past or .

REVEREND CANNON. To our staff, ny wife, and
of course, our own nenbers that are present.

FACI LI TATOR CAMERON: Thank you for maki ng us
feel very wel cone.

Wth that, let's go to John Tappert for a
wel cone.

MR, TAPPERT: Thank you, Chip. Good evening
and wel conme. As Chip said, ny nane is John Tappert.
|"mthe chief of the environmental section in the Ofice
of Nucl ear Reactor Regulation. On behalf of the Nuclear
Regul atory Conmi ssion, | would like to thank you for
com ng out here tonight and participating in the

process.
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As Chip said, there are several things we
woul d |like to acconmplish this evening. | would like to
briefly go over the purposes of today's neeting.

First of all, we would like to give you a
brief overview of the entire license renewal process.
This includes both a safety review, as well as an
environnental review, which will be the principal focus
of today's neeting.

For that environnental review, we will assess
t he environnmental inpacts associated with extending the
operating license for V.C. Sumrer Nucl ear Power plant
for an additional 20 years. | would like to explain the
process that we're going to follow, the issues that
we're going to |l ook at, the schedule that we're going to
keep, and the opportunities that you will have to
participate in that process.

At the conclusion of staff's presentation, we
wi Il be happy to receive any questions or comments that
you may have this evening. But first, |let nme provide
some general context for the license renewal program

The Atomi c Energy Act gives the NRC the
authority to issue operating licenses to comerci al
nucl ear power plants for a period of 40 years. For the
V.C. Summer plant, that operating |license will expire in

2022.
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Qur regul ations al so make provisions for
extending that operating license for an additional 20
years. As part of a |license renewal program SCE&G has
requested license renewal for the Summer plant.

As part of the NRC s review of that
application, we will do an environnental review, assess
the inpacts associated with extending the operation.

We're in the early phase of that review right
now, something called the scoping process, where we seek
to identify those issues, which will require our
greatest focus during our review That is really the
princi pal reason for the nmeeting here tonight, is to
recei ve your input into that scoping process.

Wth that, | wuld |ike to ask Raj to give a
brief overview of the safety portion of that review

MR, AULUCK: Good evening. As John nentioned,
I"m Raj Auluck. 1'mthe project nanager for the safety
review of the application for license renewal for the
V. C. Sunmer Nucl ear Station.

The NRC s requirenents for the renewal of the
operating license are contained in Title 10 of the Code
of Federal Register, Part 54. The |icense renewal
process essentially runs in two parallel paths and is
very simlar to the original |icensing process in that

it involves a safety review, an environnmental i npact
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eval uation, and plant inspections.

The safety review is focused on the review and
i nspection of agi ng managenent prograns for passive
| ong-lived system structures and conponents. The
reason that the comm ssion felt that these prograns
shoul d be the focus of the license renewal regul ations
I s because ongoi ng regul at or processes already ensure
that the current |icensing basis is maintained, and that
things |ike emergency planning and security plans are
acceptably i npl enent ed.

There are conponents and systens that need to
be constantly attended to. However, those naintenance
processes do not explicitly look at the plant's design
capability to cope with | ongterm degradati on of
equi pnent due to aging effects.

So the license renewal application focuses on
t hose inspection prograns and mai nt enance practices that
are used to maintain the margins of safety in the plant
saf ety equi pnent.

The second revi ew path invol ves the
environnental review, which Gegory Suber will discuss
shortly.

| also want to nmention that there is an
i ndependent review by the Advisory Conmittee on Reactor

Saf eguards, or ACRS. The ACRS is a group of scientists
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and nucl ear industry experts who serve as a consulting
body to the NRC Conmi ssioners. The ACRS reviews the
renewal application, and the staff's safety eval uation
and reports its findings and recomendations directly to
t he Comm ssion

This figure illustrates the entire |icense
renewal process. The upper path describes the safety
review, and the |ower path shows the environnmenta
revi ew.

The safety review involves the staff's review
of the technical information in the application to
verify, with reasonabl e assurance, that the plant can
continue to operate safely during the extended period of
operation. The staff's review is docunented in a safety
eval uati on report.

As | nmentioned earlier, the ACRS reviews this
report, as well as the application, in order to devel op
its independent findings. The ACRS holds public
neetings, which are transcribed. Oal and witten
statements can be provided during the ACRS neetings in
accordance with the instructions described in the notice
of their neetings in the Federal Register.

In parallel with the safety review, the staff
performs its review of the environnental inpacts of

conti nued operation. As Gegory Suber will discuss
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| ater, the staff will issue an environnental i npact
statement on the facility after it conpletes its review.

The NRC s licensing process also includes a
formal process for public involvenent through hearings
conducted by a panel of adm nistrative |aw judges who
are called Atom c Safety and Licensing Board, or ASLB
That process requires a petition to be submtted to hold
heari ngs on particular issues, which would be litigated
by the board. However, there were no petitions filed to
i ntervene on the Summer proceedings.

At the end of the process, the final safety
eval uation report, the final environnental inpact
statenent, the ACRS reconmendation and staff inspections
will be used by the Agency in making the final |icense
renewal deci sion.

Thr oughout this process, interested nmenbers of
t he public who are concerned about nuclear safety issues
can rai se those issues during the various public
nmeetings that the NRC will hold to discuss the
V. C. Sunmer application.

Meetings on particular technical issues are
usual ly held at the NRC headquarters in Rockville,

Maryl and. However, some technical neetings and neetings
to summari ze the results of the NRC s inspection

findings will be held near the plant site in a place
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which is accessible to the public.

In addition, the staff holds four public
nmeetings on the environnmental aspects of the review, two
on the scope of the review, and two on the results of
the review during which the public can provide comrents.

This is a brief overview of the |license
renewal process. | wll now take questions regarding
the renewal process before we proceed to the
envi ronnental review process presentation.

FACI LI TATOR CAMERON: Thank you, Raj. Do we
have questions from anybody on the overall review or
what type of aging issues the NRC | ooked at or any
guestions generally about what or who the NRC is, what
the responsibilities are?

kay. Let's go on to the environnmental review
presentation. Thank you very nuch, Raj.

MR. SUBER  Thank you, Chip.

First of all, | would like to thank everyone
for comng out. Public participation is inmportant to
the NRC, and I'mglad that you cane out to take part in
this process.

My nane is Gregory Suber. | amthe
envi ronnental project manager for the V.C. Sumrer
license renewal. |I'mgoing to take a few mnutes to

di scuss the environnental review process and how you can

participate in that process.

The National Environnental Policy Act, also
known as NEPA, was enacted in 1969 and signed into |aw
in January of 1970. NEPA requires that all federal
agenci es use a systematic approach to consider
envi ronnental inpacts during certain decision making
proceedings. It is what we call a disclosure tool that
i nvol ves the public. That neans that the NRC uses this
process to, nunmber one, let the public know what
information we are using in our regulatory deci sions.

W disclose and denonstrate to the public what
i ssues we are considering, and then we invite the public
to participate and eval uate the process and the
information. That's the reason we're here today.

The product of the NEPA process for license
renewal is an Environnental |npact Statenent, also known
as an EI'S. An EIS describes the results of the detail ed
review that we conduct to eval uate the environnenta
i npacts of a proposed action that may significantly
affect the quality of the human environnent.

As a part of our review, we al so consider the
environnental inpacts of alternatives to the proposed
action. These alternatives include replacenent power
sources, conservation neasures, and the no-action

alternative, which nmeans sinply not approving the
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i cense renewal for V.C. Sunmer.

In the Generic Environnental |npact Statenent
for License Renewal of Nuclear Plants, also known as
NUREG 1437 or what we call the GEIS, the NRC considered
t he environnental inpacts of renew ng nucl ear power
pl ant operating |licenses for up to 20 years.

In the GEI'S, the staff identified and assessed
92 environnental issues related to |license renewal. The
staff reached generic conclusions related to
environnental inpact on 69 of these issues referred to
in the CGEIS as Category 1 issues. By generic, we nean
that the conclusion of these environnmental inpacts are
conmon for all operating plants.

The remaining 23 issues require plant-specific
review, in addition to any Category 1 issue for which
new and significant information is identified. This new
and significant information can be identified by a
variety of sources. Nunber one is the applicant, SCE&G
the NRC, other agencies, or through public comrents.
These plant-specific reviews are to be included in the
suppl ement to the GEIS.

At this point in our process, we are gathering
informati on that we need to prepare the supplenment to
the GEI'S. Specifically, we are perform ng what we call

scoping. W are having this neeting as part of our
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scopi ng process to provide you, the public, and other
government agencies with the opportunity to provide us
with information that you believe may have sonme bearing
on our environmental eval uation.

In particular, we are looking for information
that may not be readily avail able or concerns that you
may have that are not addressed in the |icensing
appl i cati on.

As stated in this slide, the objective of our
environnental reviewis to determ ne whether, The
adverse inpacts of |license renewal for V.C. Sunmer are
so great, that preserving the option of |icense renewal
for energy planning decision makers woul d be
unr easonabl e.

That's the way it's witten in our
regul ations. So to paraphrase, we are sinply trying to
det erm ne whet her renewing the V.C. Sumer |icense for
an additional 20 years is acceptable from an
envi ronnent al st andpoi nt.

| want to enphasize a point, that if our
review determ nes that |license renewal is, in fact,
acceptabl e from an environnmental perspective, all that
means is that SCE&G wi |l have the option to operate an
additional 20 years. That decision will be nade by

SCE&G and by state regulators, which in this case woul d
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be the South Carolina Public Service Comm ssion

It is possible that, after receiving a renewed
license that the utility could determine that it is not
econom cal ly feasible to continue plant operation.

On this slide, we present a nore detail ed
tinmeline of our environnental review process. The
| i censee's application was received on August the 6th of
2002. On Cctober the 25th, we issued a notice of intent
to prepare an environmental inpact statenent and conduct
a scopi ng process, which is what we're doing right now.

The scoping process, which you all are an
instrunental part of, is a data-gathering phase. The
information that we collect is used to develop a draft
of the environnmental inpact statenent, which we wll
i ssue for public comment in July of next year.

W will conme back to Jenkinsville in Septenber
of 2003 for another public neeting to talk with you
about the results of our review, and to give you an
opportunity to provide us with any comments or any
i nformati on that you may have at that tine.

After receiving and eval uating those comrents,
we will then develop the final environmental inpact
statement, which we expect to issue in February of 2004.

Yesterday, we went to the site to get famliar

with the lay of the land, to exam ne features of
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particular interests, and to observe firsthand how the
site interacts with the environnent.

This week we are gathering information for our
review froma nunber of different sources, including
docunents sent to us by SCEGG We are al so conpiling
information fromfederal, state, tribal and | oca
officials and interested people fromthe |ocal community
who may have input that will help us in our
envi ronnent al eval uati on.

W will also consider all conments received
during the comrent period, which expires on January the
6th. So if you speak at the neeting and | ater have
ot her coomments that you want to add to the record, or if
you would just like to see those conments, you have up
until January the 6th to do that.

Qur team focuses on many environnental issues.
This slide shows the range of areas included in our
review. |npacts considered include everything from
radi ol ogi cal effects to air quality, fromwater use and
quality, to effects on plants and wildlife.

W al so | ook at what we call soci oeconomi cs,
where we ask the question, what type of econonic effect
does the plant have on the |lives of people here in
Fairfield County and in the surroundi ng counti es.

W al so consider environmental justice.
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Envi ronnmental justice focuses our attention on the
guestion of whether there are mnority or |owincone
popul ati ons that may be di sproportionally inpacted by
t he proposed action in which it gets its |license
renewal .

To prepare for our review, we have assenbl ed a
team of NRC experts who have expertise in specific
techni cal and scientific disciplines required to perform
our reviews.

In addition, to supplenent our technical
expertise of our staff, we have engaged the assistance
of National Laboratories to ensure that we have a
wel | -rounded know edge base to performour review. W
have put together a team of about 15 people, nmany of
whom are here today to hear what you have to say.

Let's sunmarize a few key points. Qur
schedule is to conplete the scoping process by the end
of the public comment period, which is January the 6th.
After that, we will issue a draft environnental i npact
statenent in July of 2003. And we expect to issue the
final docunent in February of 2004.

If you would Iike a copy of these docunents
sent to you, we will need your nanme and your nmailing
address at the registration desk through this door.

Fill out one of the blue cards. It has to be one of the
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bl ue cards, and not the yellow cards, if you would Iike
to docunent.

Here we provide contact information. |In case
you have additional questions when you | eave today, ny
t el ephone nunber is listed on this slide. | amthe
desi gnated contact within the NRC for the environnenta
portion of the review M. Raj Auluck, who spoke
earlier, is the contact for the engi neering aging
managenent portion of the review

Al t hough ny tel ephone nunber is on this slide,
we still need to get your specific conmrents in some form
that we coul d docunent, either in witing, or as Chip
has indi cated, through oral comrents given at this
neeting. Oral comments are inportant because this
neeting is being transcribed, and the transcript wll
become the written record of your comments.

Arrangenents have been made for docunents
associated with this review to be available to you
locally at the Fairfield County Library, |ocated at
300 Washington Street in Wnnsboro, South Carolina, and
t he Thomas Cooper Library |ocated at 1322 G eene Street
in Columbia, South Carolina on the USC canpus.

Al so, docunents will be avail abl e through our
docunent s managenent system known as ADAMS, which you

can reach on our website at www. nrc. gov.
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After this neeting, you can still submt
conments. You can submit themby mail, in person or by
email. You can mail specific witten comments to us at

t he address shown here, which is also included on one of
t he handouts that we have in the hallway, so you don't
have to wite it down right now You can also stop by
our Rockville, Maryland office to submt coments, or
you can submit conments by enmail to the address shown on
the slide, and that sanme address is also shown on the
handout that is on the table there.

That concludes the formal portion of our
presentation. Once again, | would Iike to thank all of
you for taking the time out and for com ng here. W are
generally interested in hearing what you have to say.
Now we get an opportunity to listen to you.

M5. SPROTT: Thank you. It's really a
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pl easure for ne to be here tonight. |[|'ve been with the
school systemfor 25 years. | have two master's and
have worked ny way up to the district office, and ny job
really is School-to-Wrk. That's one of them | also
do professional devel opnent and do enpty the trash and
things as it comes up. When you're at the district

of fice, that happens.

But | started off as a business education
teacher, then got into cooperative vocational education
Fromthere it led to School -to-Wrk. So all of that
time, we've been working with the station all the way
through. | want to tell you that | have literally
worked with 100 or so businesses, at |least. Not even
here, but in the Colunbia area, as well. And you can
tell when the atnosphere is there, all set up
for people -- we can tell that they're conmitted to
conmunity service and to hel pi ng educati on.

| can tell by working with Jeff Archie, which

They' ve had enpl oyees who have served on craft
conmttees at Fairfield Career and Technol ogy Centers.
The station has provided work sites for business
educati on, cooperative vocational students, and provided
work sites for welding interns. They have provided
tours for students. Qur electricity, welding and
busi ness educati on students have toured there. They are
willing to provide tours to the nuclear training station
for mddle and high school students, as well.

They have al so worked in partnership with
Central M dlands Career Partnership. That's our

School -to-Work partnership here in this area, with two

graduate courses. One -- | took this one. The
course -- part of it included business tours, and one of
the tours was to hel p sonmeone -- that's when they could

go and tour the station itself.

Then they joined up with the sane group again,
the Central M dl ands Tech Career Partnership Consortium
hel ping us to offer another class, and that was called
Teachers in the Wrkplace. 1In that class, they hired a
teacher, and that teacher was Chris Bl ackwel der, a
Fairfield County teacher, to work over the sumerti ne.
Not only was she paid for her work, but she al so
recei ved graduate credit. Then she was able to carry

back what she had | earned fromthe work experience and
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share that with her coll eagues and al so with her
st udents.

SCANA in a partnership with South Carolina
Downt own Devel opnent, which the downt own devel opnent --
t he Departnment of Education sponsored Downtown in the
Classroom Qur students participated for several years
in this. Sone of their projects included painting a
mural in the downtown area, printing a wal king tour of
downt own W nnsboro for students, and a bookl et about
downt owmn W nnsboro for Fairfield County Literacy
Council. Another project included interviews with | ocal
mer chant s.

In 1999, M. Cerald Trowell, the eighth grade
hi story teacher at Fairfield Mddle School, and his
students received the superintendent service |earning
award for the Wnnsboro wal ki ng tour and bookl et. That
has been so successful, Terrie Vickers, our chanber
director just ran out -- she has asked CGerry Trowell to
repeat that project because it just -- it was a great
success in handing themout. So our students are going
to do that again this year.

Support through financial donations have
i ncl uded teacher of the year, Students Agai nst Violence,
Fairfield Central H gh School, and National Fire Safety

Council, which provided nmaterials for students to |earn
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about fire safety.

Qur station here has donated conputers to the
school district. At MCorey-Liston El enentary School .
The station enpl oyees have volunteered as tutors in the
aft ernoon honework center, and they are currently junior
achi evenent teachers. The enpl oyees serve as nentors
for -- two enployees, Steve Craft and Matt Smith, they
donated their time at MCorey-Liston.

Enpl oyees at the station nmade donations to
Gordon Early Chil dhood Devel opnent. The V.C. Summer
enpl oyees have made safety city presentations at
McCor ey-Liston, Fairfield Internediate and Gei ger
El ementary School s.

In addition, Geiger Elenentary School heard an
enpl oyee presentati on on nucl ear power. Kathy Wal ker, a
teacher at the McCorey-Liston, is partnering with the
V.C. Sunmer Station to design a reading program where
enpl oyees will read for one hour once per nonth. CQur
V. C. Sunmer enpl oyees donated school supplies and served
as judges at Fairfield Mddl e School science fairs.

Jeff Archie is currently serving as the chair
of Communities and Schools of Fairfield County, where he
is my boss and tells me what to do right now

Thi s national |l y-known program provi des an

afternoon programfor at-risk children at Fairfield
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M ddl e School .

| also want to Il et you know a secret. W are
nom nati ng you guys, V.C. Sumrer Nucl ear Power Station
to be our business partner, our school of the year --
our business of the year, and good luck with that. You
m ght hear about it tomorrow. Good luck with everything
that's going to be going on and thank you for letting nme
be here.

FACI LI TATOR CAMERON:  Thank you, Mriam for
the cooment. W're going to listen to sone officials
fromthe station. First, we're going to hear from
M. Steve Byrne, who is a senior vice president at the
V.C. Sunmmer Nuclear Station. Then we're going to hear
from Steve Summer, the environnental coordinator at the
station, and then from M. Robin Wiite, who is with the
South Carolina Public Service Conmi ssion. Steve?

MR. BYRNE: Thank you, Chip. | don't like the
termsenior vice president. It makes ne feel old.

As many of you are |ikely aware, we operate
the station not only for ourselves, but we own
two-thirds of the V.C. Sunmer Station. But the state
actually owns one-third of the V.C. Sumrer Station
t hrough the South Carolina Public Service Authority, and
Robin Wiite is going to talk about that relationship in

a few m nutes.
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W have operated V.C. Summer safely for the
past 20 years. As you heard, we went online in 1982.
So 2002 marks 20 years of service for us. And we | ook
forward to being a part of this community and this
county for another 40 years, and obviously we can only
do that with an extension.

This state, South Carolina, is a very
nucl ear-rich state, derives a |lot of benefit from
nucl ear power. There are seven operating plants in
South Carolina, all of which have applied for plant life
extension, at |east three of which have been granted
al r eady.

Those seven plants provide 60 percent of power
that South Carolinians use. Wen you conpare that to
t he national average, the nation uses |ike 21 percent.

Thi s conpany, South Carolina Electric & Gas,
opened its first facility in this county in 1914, the
Parr hydrol plant. That facility is still operating
today. When you conbine the 15 nmegawatts at Parr hydro
with the 525 negawatts that we get fromthe | ake that we
built, plus the 1,000 negawatts fromthe V.C. Sumrer
Pl ant, you've got over 1,500 nmegawatts of power
generated fromthis one location in Fairfield County.
The | argest of those is the nuclear plant at 1,000

megawatts or a little over 1,000 negawatts.
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W nmake enough power for about 650,000 hones.
W also are the |argest enployer in the county now
Mack Truck used to have that distinction. Since Mack
Truck has closed, we're the | argest enployer in the
county.

About 625 SCE&G jobs are |ocated here, and in
excess of 100 permanent contractor jobs are |ocated
her e.

Asi de from being the | argest enployer, we're
al so the |l argest taxpayer. Prior to Mack's closing, we
were 67 percent of the tax base. [|I'mnot sure what it's
going to end of being once they figure out the loss in
tax revenue from Mack Truck. But for exanple purposes,
Mack paid just under a mllion dollars a year in
property taxes to the county. V.C. Sumrer pays about
17-1/2 mllion dollars a year in property taxes to the
county.

In addition to energy, jobs and taxes, things
that are very tangible, things that everybody tal ks a
| ot about, we al so provide a nunber of intangible
benefits to the county. For exanple, you just heard a
di scussi on about schools. [|'mnot going to try and
recant everything Mriamsaid. She did a good job. She
did a much better job of schools. Shadow ng prograrns,

strategi c planning, career days, school supplies,
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donati on of 100 conputers. Those are some of the things
we have done. And this is not sonething we have just
done in the last couple of years. W' ve always been a
partner in schools.

Haven for wildlife. On our site, you wll
hear a little bit nore about this, but you will find
deer, turkeys, obviously fish, eagles and nore buzzards
than | can count, and an occasi onal arrowhead.

Recreation. In addition to fishing, which I
understand is very good on our |ake, the recreation |ake
| ands was donated by SCE&G We have a nature trail, and
we al so donate the land for the county park. Wen | say
donated, | think it costs a dollar a year for the county
to |l ease the | and.

And comunity service, you've heard a little
bit about the community service that we do. Aside from
havi ng sonebody in the chanber every year for the |ast
ten years, we have been in | eadership positions in three
of the last five years. W've always had sonebody
invol ved with the United Way canpaign in this county.

If you try to raise noney in this county, it's very
difficult to do. | can tell that you that from
firsthand experience. W have chaired the United Way
canmpaign in this county for the last three out of five

years. Jeff Archie was the chair this year, as well as
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the Communities and Schools Board. |'mstarting to
wonder if we should be paying Jeff or not.

W were also a part of the canpaign to raise
capital funds to build a new substance abuse center.
Fairfield County Substance Abuse has been renamed
Fairfield Behavioral Health Services. | have the
di stinction of being the chair on their capital
canpai gn, and SCANA has just announced they're putting
$30, 000 towards that canpaign

Alittle bit about security. W have al ways
taken security very seriously at this station. Long
bef ore Septenber 11th, we've had security officers,
weapons and plans, as well as deterring nmeasures for
t hings |i ke bonbs.

W are occasionally tested by the NRC. 1In the
| ast test that we had, the | eader fromthe Nucl ear
Regul at ory Comm ssion, they al so involved the SWAT team
in Fairfield County. |In fact, the SWAT team | eader from
Fairfield County spent two weeks in the plant prior to
the evaluation, just trying to figure out how he was
going to penetrate our security forces, and we passed
our last evaluation with flying colors.

Si nce Septenber 11th, we have enhanced our
security plans. W have added equi pnent, we have added

security officers, and we have noved our defensive
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perimeter further back. The downside to that is we're

not giving tours of the plant any |onger, unfortunately.

Per haps one day we will be able to do that again. W do
take security very, very seriously. In fact, we had a
drill last nmonth that involved a terrorist attack in

conbi nati on with SLED, South Carolina Law Enforcenent
Division, and Fairfield County Sheriff's Ofice. Wen
we debriefed that drill, we got favorable comments from
both Fairfield County Sheriff and from SLED. They were
very confortable that we have a very safe facility, and
they are not concerned with us.

In closing, | just want to say that on behalf
of SCE&G, V.C. Sunmmer Station, and our enpl oyees, we
appreci ate the opportunity to serve this county for the
| ast 20 years. W think we have been a good nei ghbor in
this county for the last 20 years, and we would like to
go on being a good neighbor for the next 40 years.

FACI LI TATOR CAMERON: Thank you, Steve. Next
we have Steve Summer, the environnmental coordinator on
the |icense renewal application

needed to be in a separate organization, and they noved
us into SCANA services, but it really didn't change ny
j ob any.

Nearly 25 years ago, | came to work at Sunmer
Station in the environmental surveillance |aboratory.
The plant was still under construction. The |ake had
just been filled.

Over the ensuing years, ny career has been
closely tied to Summer Station. | spent 14 years in the
plant's environnmental section, conducting radiol ogical
environnental nonitoring and overseeing the
nonr adi ol ogi cal environnmental nonitoring program

For the past 10-1/2 years, |'ve been in the
company' s corporate environnental services departnent,
where |'ve continued to provide environnmental support
for the plant. When the opportunity cane up, | was
happy to becone involved in the |license renewal process.

Sumrer Station's environnmental perfornmance has
been very good, as evidenced by the | ack of news
coverage for environnental problens in the plant for the
| ast 20 years.

The creation of the Sumrer Station and its
compani on generating plant, Fairfield Punped Storage
Facility, have provided an environnent which has been

conduci ve to the expansion of the bald eagle popul ation.

It was a rare event in the early years of the plant's
operation to see a bald eagle. Today it's comonpl ace,
with eagles raising their young in the Parr Reservoir
and the Monticell o Reservoir area.

SCE&G, the operator of the Summer Station, has
made positive environnental strides in recent years.
Sone steps are small, such as the installation of perch
guards on distribution poles where bird electrocution is
a problem Some steps are mgjor, such as the
installation of additional pollution control equipnent
on fossil hydro fossil plants, the conversion of two
coal -fired units to natural gas at Urquhart Station on
Savannah River, and the set-aside of river bottom
wet| ands in a conservation easenent at Cope Station.

SCE&G has funded scientific research into
striped bass popul ati on dynam cs in the Santee River
drai nage and will fund a study of avian vacuol ar
nyel i nopat hy, a disease that affects bald eagles -- and
| challenge any of you to say that -- on Lake Mirray.

SCE&G i s a menber of the Robust Redhorse
Conservation Committee, which is an organization
dedi cated to recovery of a rare fish which is found only
in Georgia and the Carolinas.

SCE&G hired a consulting firm Tetra Tech NUS

to work with us in preparing the environnental report
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and to guide us through the environmental review
process. Tetra Tech NUS has been involved in the
preparation of several environmental reports and is a
| eader in this area.

Devel opnment of the report required
i ntervi ew ng numerous enpl oyees, contact with county,
state and federal agencies and review of applicable
regul ati ons.

In conjunction with the environnental report,
a threatened and endangered species survey was conducted
on the site, and al so associated transm ssion corridors.
This survey found no evidence of threatened or
endangered species on the plant site or the transm ssion
corridors, with the exception of the eagles that are not
nesting on the site now, but they do cone onto the site.

| have been involved with Sunmer Station's
environnental inpacts and nonitoring their inpacts,
evaluating its environnmental performance, and providing
envi ronnental support since the facility began
operation, and now have been directly involved in the
envi ronnent al assessnent for |icense renewal .

| believe that Sunmer Station will continue to
provide electricity in an environnental ly sound manner
for many years to cone. | also believe that the Nucl ear

Regul at ory Comm ssion, when their reviewis conplete,
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will find that the environmental inpacts fromthe
operation of the Summer Station are not significant, and
t hat extension of the operating |license by 20 years is
prudent. | believe that nucl ear power, and Summer
Station, in particular, has a place in our society and
this community today and in the future. Thank you.

FACI LI TATOR CAMERON: Thank you, Steve. Next
we're going to hear from M. Robin Wite fromthe South
Carolina Public Service Authority.

MR. WH TE: Thank you, M. Caneron. Good
evening. M nane is Robin White. [|'mthe nucl ear
coordi nator for the South Carolina Public Service
Aut hority, nobst recognized by its corporate nane,

Sant ee Cooper.

Sant ee Cooper has a one-third non-operating
interest in the Sumrer Nucl ear Station. W pay
one-third of the expenses and receive one-third of the
el ectric production. SCE&G operates the plant on Santee
Cooper's behal f.

| have been enpl oyed by Santee Cooper for
12 years, and |I've worked for the Summer Station the
entire 12 years. M job is to conduct oversight of al
aspects of the station's operation to ensure that Santee
Cooper's interests are protected.

Prior to nmy joining Santee Cooper, | spent 22
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of my 30 years in the Navy directly involved with the
Navy Nucl ear power program | commanded two submari nes,
i nspected nore than 80 nucl ear-powered vessel s, and
directed operational material control to a group of

nucl ear - power ed submari nes.

| believe ny background qualifies nme to
ascertain safe operation of a nuclear facility. As ny
office is at the station, | have unfettered access to
all areas of the station, as well as the ability to talk
to all enployees and revi ew docunentati on on a conti nual
basi s.

Anot her prinme nethod of oversight is ny
menbership in the Nuclear Safety Review Conmittee, a
body established by the Nucl ear Regul atory Conmi ssion in
techni cal specifications. This commttee reviews, on a
regul ar basis, all aspects of nuclear safety. Thus,
fromboth daily observation and the Nucl ear Safety
Review Committee review ng audits, | have found the
operation of Sumrer Station to be found on a strong
safety culture.

On several occasions in the last 12 years,
managenment of the station has elected to shut down the
pl ant when there was a question of proper operation of
critical equipnment. This selection was done at

managenent's di scretion, not by any requirenent. The
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last time was in 1998. One of the energency diesel
generator governors exhi bited abnormal characteristics.
Even though the other diesel engine was operating
normal | y, managenent elected to shut down the plant to
i nvestigate and repair the abnormal operating governor,
and verify that the other diesel would not be subject to
t he sane conditi ons.

As stewards of the environnment, the managenent
of Summer Station has reduced the tri-annual cycle
vol umre of |owlevel radioactive waste by 90 percent over
the last six cycles for 18 years, recycling itens
previ ously di sposed of and training the workforce to
exerci se prudent utilization and materials have
acconpl i shed the significant reduction.

Sant ee Cooper is pleased with the safe
operations of the Summer Station and wholly supports
| i cense extension. The continued operation of Sunmer
Station is in the best interest of Santee Cooper's
custoners, the people of South Carolina. Reliable
operation of Sunmer Station, a non-greenhouse gas
emtter, precludes the requirenent to use greenhouse gas
fromany generation and is econom cal for our custoners.

Thank you for the opportunity to present these
remar ks

FACI LI TATOR CAMERON:  Thank you very mnuch
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M. Wite. | had nentioned that we're going to hear
fromcommunity | eaders, and I would like to ask
Ernestine Rabb to talk to us at this tine.

M5. RABB: Thank you very nuch. | have tal ked
wi th several persons here tonight, and many of you | did
not meet, but | want to say hello to those of you who
have not spoken with.

| want you to know that V.C. Sunmer is very
dear to our heart, ny husband and nyself. Many years
ago, many years ago, there was a team of surveyors who
roamed the area seeking, asking and wanting to know who
had property where and who did it belong to.

And ny husband's famly -- | don't want to say
they becone a victimto the sale of property, because we
don't feel that way. W did not stop progress. W
didn't even try to. M grandfather lived in that area.
So as you well know, that property, having bel onged to
us, is very dear to us still

W | ove the property. W love the plant. W
| ove the people. | worked there for 19 years, and |
can't say | had a bad day, because | worked with a
fam ly of people who were caring peopl e.

| wanted to thank M. Jeff Archie, because he
invited ne to speak. Thank you, M. Archie, for

inviting me to my church.
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(Laughter.)

M5. RABB: And | do live here, and that was ny
pastor that spoke to you earlier. There are many things
| could touch on that SCE&G has done in this comunity,
but just to give you an overall picture of how they
becane our nei ghbors and how good they are and the
t hi ngs that they have done. M/ husband had a vision
many years ago for a fire departnent. And | didn't say
anyt hi ng because | thought, how can you get a fire
departnment in this comunity? But he never gives up on
anything. Wen he has an idea, it just stays there.

So with the help of some other comunity
workers and with officials from SCE&G they got together
and they tal ked about it. And so SCE&G said, No
problem we will conme up with the building. They didn't
tell us how we could get the truck. It was a struggle.
But they gave us the building, and we struggled. And
t hrough the county council, we got a new truck. And
it's operating, in good condition.

Then cane EMS, which is a vital part of the
comuni ty, very much needed, through SCE&G  They saw a
need for that to be a part of the V.C. Summer Station as
wel |l as the Jenkinsville community. Then they becane
custoners of the Jenkinsville Water Conpany, very good

custoners, for that we appreciate. They keep us going,
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t hey keep the post office going, because we're a snall
conmunity. We're just thankful for the things that they
have done.

There is a big tax check that keeps our
school s going. Thanks to SCE&G for neals on wheel s that
was served here in this very dining area from Monday
t hrough Friday every week. And we were struggling with
that, too, because we had senior citizens carrying neals
to senior citizens, and that didn't work, because the
peopl e who congregate here during the day, they're not
able to get in a car and drive to carry someone el se a
neal, but they did. Then SCE&G saw the need to let sone
of their enpl oyees cone three days out of the week, and
they rotate their times, and they carry these neals in
the community. And we are thankful for those favors.

Those are things that you don't find many
conpani es doi ng; but because they are such good peopl e
and they're such good nei ghbors, they saw a need to
reach out and hel p us.

Many years ago, they gave the seniors here a
treat, and I will have to tell you about that. They
sent a bus here to pick up our seniors fromhere. They
were going to Dutch Square. Many of you may not know
where |'mtal king about, but they went to the nmall, and

they were given a neal ticket to go to what was then
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Morrison's Cafeteria, and it has since changed the nane.
But they were delighted. They got a bus trip to
Col unbi a, and they | aughed and they tal ked all the way,
and they got in the line with their little tickets, and
they were like kids in a candy shop. Qur only
centurion, who was funeralized here two weeks ago, he
was so overwhelmed with the treat, that when he got in
the line, he wanted two desserts and two neats. He
could not understand this is not -- this is a treat for
you, but this is not for you to have everything. But
that was a highlight and one of the things for the
senior citizens of this community, and we | ook forward
to maybe one day that we can get together and do that
again, and |'msure that they will conply.

But they have been such a hel ping hand to us.
W hope -- the conmunity of Jenkinsville and this church
hope that everything goes well with your review,
everything goes well with your findings, and everything
will go well with the V.C. Summer plant. W would hate
to lose them They have been here so long. W can't
get the property back, so we will settle for
V. C. Sunmer.

(Laughter.)

FACI LI TATOR CAMERON:  Yes, Ernestine.

Yes, ma'am Do you want to conme up here? |If
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you can, or | can pass this over to you. |If you can
just tell us who you are.

M5. CALDWELL: |I'm Ms. Caldwell, born and
raised right here in this community of Jenkinsville, and
a retired teacher of 37 years in the classroom
taught. So wouldn't you know you had to cone by
sonebody | i ke ne.

| see so many wel | -educated people here. |
am too. Believe it or not, after having retired from
teaching, | spent eight years on the school board. 1'm
not on there now, and |I'mgrateful for that. And | wll
work -- and everything Ms. Rapp has said, believe it or
not, | ama part of it. Even to cone out now at my age
and to the senior dinner, and enjoy every nonent of it,
and | love it.

You have done nmuch for the community and for
Fairfield County, and have hel ped us in the schools. So
| know all about that, having been in it and on the
boar d.

W want somet hing to happen on this western
side of Fairfield County other than McCrory's, and we
support that. | have asked |l ong ago for a civic center
on this side of Fairfield County. | ama trained person
in Christian education for ny church, the Episcopa

church right down the road there. That's where | ama
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menber of. | worked hard there and hel ped train
children, gone out, finished college, got and their
master's and sonme of them alnost, their doctorates.

But we came up in a need. And in ny work on the schoo

board, | was lucky to get a track center, a track area
at the McCorey-Liston School. | asked for that, and the
superi ntendent -- because we had children on this side,

and it's too far to take themto Wnnsboro. Even if we
woul d, when we get there, we couldn't get on the track
field there. W need sonething on this side.

When you started in this community and you
opened up nucl ear here, they were tal king about an
oversi ght here, and they wanted to put it over near
there or sonething, and | asked that. W don't go that
far over, so they put it right up here on 215.

Now, we are hard workers. W are dedicated
and good Christian people. You are in a good conmunity,
a beautiful comunity. W believe in working and owni ng
and having what we can in our own conmunity.

Now, this civic center, if we could get it --
| remenber asking an SCE&G man about that once, and it
was down at Gen's. Well, I think he's passed since
then. So | see all of you here, all of this wealth
here, wealthy. [I'mtalking about it. Well-educat ed.

So | know you will renmenber ne when you see ne again.
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| believe that is all | have to say. | did
see this one civic center in Anderson, South Carolina.
| went up there to a convention at the Episcopal church
and they had built one, a beautiful one, at that tine.
Wien | went back again, it was surrounded by fine homes
and everything. But it was sonething nice. And that's
you need on this side. Thank you very nuch, and | just
| ove seeing you.

FACI LI TATOR CAMERON: Thank you. Ms. Pearson
has sonmet hing to say.

M5. PEARSON: Ms. Col dwell has got the --
(I'naudible) -- and you're welcone to it.

V5. CALDWELL: What did you say? | didn't
hear you.

M5. PEARSON: Send me sonebody to talk to.

FACI LI TATOR CAMERON: Thank you, Ms. Pearson
and Ms. Cal dwel | .

Does anybody el se have anything to say or any
guestions at all for us? | would just encourage you all
to -- Gregory has put his phone nunmber up. It is on the
slides. If you didn't get it the first tinme, please
wite it down, and if you have any questions or any
concerns at all, just call us, because we really work
for all of you, and we will try to be responsive to any

concerns or questions that you all have.
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W're going to end a little bit early tonight,
so there is plenty of time to talk to the NRC staff or
some of the experts that we have here in areas such as
archeol ogy, land use, air quality, water quality. If
you have questions in those areas, just please ask us,
and we will tell you who the experts are to talk to.

Any ot her comments before we close at all?
Ckay. |I'mgoing to ask John Tappert, who is the chief,
as we call him to close it out for us.

MR, TAPPERT: Thanks again for taking tine out
of your evening and com ng out to our neeting. As Chip
said, we will have our staff stay after the neeting, if
you have any additional questions.

Al so, you have should received a neeting
feedback form W' re always |ooking to inprove our
performance. So if you have any conments to hel p us
have a better neeting, that's fine. Please give us your
comments. Thanks again for com ng.
